ſeemeth they ſay l:ttle or nothing to the matter in 
queſtion,for th*ambiguitie is in this wurde Zadigno- 
rum,vaworthineſſe. T know that a praQizing papiſt 15 
an ynworthie ſubje&;,but yet a ſubje&: So mi.y aman 
of vicious life be a miniſter , though an vnworthy mt+ 
niſter: But on th'other fide,what ſay you to theſe > 4 
dumb man from his crad'e x an vnwortby orator: 4 blind 
man from his cradle 1s an unwortbie painter. Theſe be 
good ſence and good Engliſhe both , and yet it is-vt» 
poſſible that any of theſe ſhould be at all,ſuch as they 
are named to be: eyther the firſt an Orator,or the lat- 
ter a Paymcer: And therefore I take it(by their fauor) 
that thisword vnworthineſſe, 1s ſomething roo genes» 
rall,and thereby ſomthing too weake,to cxpretie ſufs 
ficiently, Ouefiones & controuerſie energiam: becauſe 
it may as well be appl:ed ro that which1s , asro thar 
abich 1snot,and as M.Penri faith, by a mangled bo» 
die,thar ſome be ſo mangled that they hauc no life in 
them at all.So ſay we by theſe unworthy ones:ſome be 
ſo vynworthie,as they arenot at all that thing whereof 
they haue their name. And therefore where M. Some 
ſaieth, That the Sacramentes are not the better for 
the worthiacſſe,nor the worſe ſor th unworthineſſe of the 
man : wee yeeld he ſaith rrue, and ycr nothing to the 
matter: yet me thinkcs ir had bene a great deale nee- 
rer the point, if in liew of theſe ynworthie ones, they 
had incerted theſe words , Corum qui non ſunt omnind 
minifterij capaces,that is, Which are not at all-capable 
of the miniftery:and then we ſuppoſe the aſſertion had 
bene ſound and to the purpoſe : For nor th'admiflion 
of every vawortby one(in that in deede they ſay true) 
but th*admiſſion of ſuch an v#4wortbie one, as is alto-

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_ yncapable of chz miniſterie(as infants, women 


ooles, mad men, dambe men,&c) thoſe we ſaye,doe 
wholly ouerthrowe the nature and c{{:nce of the mi- 


niſterie,and 1s(as the lawyers cal it )a none et fattum 
or as a leaſe thar is void a{{oone as'1t 1s made. Where- | 


ypon if they reply,that Sola Eccleſia vocat,The ( burch 
onely calleth 1a this age, and that God doeth not now 
(as in times paſt by Pac and others) call extraordi- 
narily,or miraculouſly from heauen,but hath refigned 
that power ſolely and whollic to his Churche , wee 
graunr it 1s true: But then the queſtion is, what kinde 
of powcr this is , whether it be a power without ex- 
ception,ora limited power ? Wee ſayc it is a limited 
power & hattrhis bounds,thar it cannot paſle(I ſpeak 
not here de iure,bur de poſſe) And indecd 1t mult necds 
be ſo in diſpighr of our harts,though we ſhould burſt 
our ſelues in wranglingabour it . For firſt I am ſure 
they will nor denie, that the Churche in this her ad- 
miſſion, is limited onely to liuing creatures, for if ſhe 
ſhould make an image a miniſter, there were preſent- 
ly a nullitie.Secondly the is limited onely to the ſced 
of Adam, for if the ſhoulde make an Ape a miniſter, 
there were preſently a zullitie. Thirdly out of the ſeed 
of Adam ſhe is limited only to the ſexe of man, if ſhe 
ſhould make a woman a miniſter, there were preſent- 
ly a allitie. Our of the ſexe of man ſhe is limited on- 
ly (fay we) to thoſe that can ſpeake, and baue the vſe 
of reaſon : for if ſhee ſhoulde make a naturall,a madd 
man,or a dumbe man a miniſter, there were preſent- 
Iy(as we think) a nullitie. Now M,Penri gocth an aſc 
Ca ſaich,thar ofchoſe men that can ſpeake,& 
haue the vſc of reaſon, ſhee is limired onely ro ſuche 


as haue gifts,and are in ſome meaſure Thithatticoi,or | 


elſe(as he holdeth)chere is alſo a zull;tie. And here is 
thar ſo hainous & blaſphemous error of his,that "_

fo diſtempered M.Some,and for the which he would 
ſo faine haue the magittrate to conjure him. Whiche, 
whether it be an crror or no, as for mine owae part, I 
am not able ro defyne it, fo yet doe I ſee , that when 
men haue runne themſclues windlefle 1n wandcringe, 
yermuſt they of force in th'ende come to this, to en- 
quire, Qualzs e5t poteſtas Eccleſix in admiſſione miniſtro 
rumy& quabus circumſeripta finibus, that 1s, what kind 
of power the Church hath, and within what boundes 
to be limited, for therein confiſtech the very marowe 
and finewes of the whole controucrſic, ro know how 
far the Church may ſtretch her arme in this caſe. Yer 
by the way I cannot bur muze at one thing, that the 
popiſh churches ſhould finde more grace and fauour 
in this our Metropolitan Stare, then the reformed 
churches of other nations. For it is grauntcd you ſee, 
that the popith ſhauclings and their prieſts of Baal 
haue forſooth a calling though afaulric one , but doe 
youthink thar this will be granted to thoſe of our mi- 
niſters that were only ordained by the reformed chur- 
ches beyond ſea?Nay ſoft, Be judge by M.J/bitting- 
ham, whome it 15 knowne th Archb. of Yorke called 
in queſtion for his calling , in that he was made mini- 
ſter at Genera : 1 haue heard alſo, that M . Travers 
when he was thruſt our of the Temple , was bidden 
by my Lord of Cant. to prouc his calling, alleaging 
that he was no miniſter,(for what authorttie ſaith he 
in his choller , hath M . Cayt. romake a miniſter?) 
Therefore you may ſee the lucke of it , popiſh wrer- 
ches and Apoſtates , breathed vppon only by ſuch as 
themſclucs are , hauea callinge, bur other worthye 
men(caled to the miniſtery by worthy churches)muſt 
fine a newe for their letters of orders, is not this good 
ſtuffe thinke you? Wel firhence it is knowne that M. 
Trauers was un deede ordeined a miniſter by a _ 
me 
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med church beyond the ſea, woulde your D.durſt it 
his next diſcourſe,be as kinde to that poore miniſtery 
of his, as he hath bene hitherroe to the popith prieſt- 


hood , that is of curtefie, (in reſpe&of the credit of Þ| 


the Reformed churches, ) to glue 1t ſome allowance of 
a calling, yeaalbe't his grace of Cant. ſhould ſtand 
againſt 1t. For he knowes 1t can be no more blaſphe- 
micin M.Pezri,to ſay that the poptſh church can 
not make a miniſter, then it is in an other greter man 
to ſay that the reformed churches cannot make a mi- 
niſter.Bur I feare me M.Some 1s not at leaſureghe wil 
pleaſure vs in an other matrer, for ſuch adaſh with a 
penne as this might happely breede a ſcabbe , why is 
it not well thar he taketh our parts in the Nullitie of 
womens mtaiſterte : but ſtill men will be regrating 
more at his hands > Therefore becauſe we will holde 
him whcre we haue him,I wil be fo bold in thae point 
ro recorde his words, leſt in time he giue vs the Hi 
men growe fo giddy headed nowe a daies: They that 
baue heard my ſermons ſaith he, or read my writings doe 
hnowe very wel that f alowe of non to preach the worde, 
or adminiiter the ſacraments,without a calling, therfore 
neither woman nor private man: plainly implying that 
it 1s vnpoſſible for a woman to haue any calling : I 
promiſe you , I was glad whenI reade it with all my 
hart,for I was halfe a fraide before, I rel you that we 
ſhould haue ſome learned paradoxe , or ſome godly 
treatiſe inthe defence of the miniſtery of weomen, 
with this or the like prety gloze, ©uoad ſubftantiam, 
bur not quoad qualitarem: or elſe with this . That they 
ſhould haue had a calliag though a faltie one,which had 
bene bur peccatim eccleſie:or clſe with this, that the 
ſexe bad bene but of thy'eſſence of a lawful e&+ good mini- 
iter, but not of a miniſtcr ſimply,and thar for vs ir thold 
ſuffice only tomutfic our faces, with a ſetled perſwa: 
tion 
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Gon that Ainifterium is datum, and acceptum, and ſo 
hang wholly vpon th ordination of the church with- 
out farther queſtioning or inquirye, Al thisI tel you, 
| was a fraide of, but nowe fithence we are ſure of M. 
Some one our fide , we ſhal feare the lefle the aſſaults 
of others,as hauing on _ more to our bowe then 
we looked for, For he is as learned in his conceite as 
the beſt of them,and if he take a pitch, I beleue he wil 
be as hot as the beſt of them toe for neede. And thus 
by occaſion of your D. worthy poſition, that reading 
doth edifie , haue 1 fallen as you ſce curſorie into the 
queſtion of the miniſters oftice, and ſo of the calling 
of the minitſteric : I»15 but my poore verdicte you ſee, 
and therefore you necde not make a recorde of it,vn- 
lefle you liſt, for you knowe what a deep clarke I am, 
if you deſire farther to be ſarisficd in the point, I re- 
ferr you oucr to him, to whome the matter eſpecially 
appe:taineth, who I hope will either ar;ſwere his ad- 
uerſarie with lefle yenume and more modeſty then he 
finds at his hands,or els giue over the cauſe in lilence:

miſe you, therein I muſt hould with M.Sore, that if 
M.Penri thinke ſo,he is much ro blame . BurI pra 
you avke your D. when you ſee him, vpon what wall, 


er with what cole Al. Penri did record this thinking - 
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of his,for as yet I beleeue this monſter is vnborne, & 
vnheard of. And how if M. Penri or ſome of the fan- 
raſtical crewe ſhould nowe in riquitall ſay thus. you 
thinke M.Some that the calling of a B. or an Archb. is

Eucn foe 
may M. Peari 1 dare warrant for the other , whoe 
though he be ſhrewdly threatened by many of theſe 
rigorous and thundering Statutes of M.Somes, yet 
ſo longe as cuery one of them haue their gentle de- 
farfans,there isno danger in any of themyfor Threate- 
ed men(they ſayc) liue long, 1f M.Penri doe fo or fo, 
then faith M.Some he fpeaks blaiphemouſly,he ers groſ- 
t,& thinks abſurdly,and I knowe not whar.

halfe of his paines , and haue done full as much good 
as hc hath. They ſay it is an cuill bargaine that no bo- 
dic thriues by. Therefore if it ſhould fall our ſo nowe, 
that for all theſe ſweete leſſons, drawne with ſuch ad-

With what reaſon then can M. Some ſo diſtemper _ 
himſelfe againſt M.Penri for one poore crror, if it be —_ 
an error,crying out fo loude,and fo often, blaiphemy Mons 
blafphemy , and I knowe not what, and in the meane "uk 
time,ſuffer thar clotheade of Sarum ro go away with p25 
a whole fardle of errors and abſurdirics,and nor to ſay miſt 
Black was his cie? Or what meaſure call you this, not "os 


ro glue M.Penr; leaue to difſent from Caluin for once 
no not euen there , where he ſuppoſeth he hath the

both Caluin andBexa vndcr his feer,yea and to throw 
duſt,as 1t were, one their faces , euen in thoſe points |} Tho 
where al the learned knowe they haue both the Scrip- 
tures the counſels and fathers with them?

M.Bridges faith 
that his good and learued difcourſing brethren, (for

theſe famous men, Caluin, beza, Daneus and the reſt, 
But howe ſhall wee doe nowe ? M.Some coms in the 
necke of this with his appeale,and remoues this mat- 
ter with a Surſurare to a higher court , and there hee 
puts in a quite contraty plea to M.Bridges, telling vs 
more then once,that he for his partc, reſteth wholly in 
the judgment of theſe excellent men, erthat if M.Penri 
had done ſo,be had ſailed a ſure compaſſe,&- not ſwarued 
from Gods booke, &rc. Yea and he addeth moreouer,& 
that in good earneſt I warrant you, that he more eſte- 
meth of one Caluin,then of a thouſand Pcnries. And wil 
he giue his poore bretheren leaue, ro anſwere Father 
Bridges in that plane marter roe.That they more efte- 
med of one (aluin or Beza, then of a thouſand Bridges 
Why alaſle then the poore mans is vndone, his whole 
booke may goe to the waſhhouſe. Bur in this fowle 
rent of judgment betwixt your 2, D ; what will AL. 
Some ſay to this?He that was laſt B. of Norwitch and 
is nowe (if I be nor deceiued, )ether of Peterborough 
or of Worceſter,calling once before him a godly mi- 
niſter of Suffolke, one M. Swette, about en ſmall 
breach of the booke in the adminiſtration of baptiſme 
when the ſaide M . Swette for his juſt defence, had 
brought forth the tudgment of M. Bexa, the good B. 
in his angrye moode replied thus , what telleſt thou 
me of Bexga? Bexa I tell thee is buta brabler . In like 
manner my L, of Canr. having once before him one 
Thomas Settle a preacher, abour ſome dorine thar 
he had taughr of Chriſts deſcending into Hell,when 
the ſaid M.Sertle allcaged for himſelfe, that the doc- 
rrine

trine taught by him, had not mw he warrant of the 
holy ſcriprnres,bur alſo the approbaridn & teſtimony 
of th- beſt writers of our age, as tiamely, of M.Caluix 
and others: What telleft thou vs of (aluin> (Quoth 
the B. in very diſdainful ſort,) 7 te! thee there are here 
that can teach Caluin . Atwhich time, there ſirre in 

. commiſſion,th*Archb. him ſelfc, the Deane of Weſt- 
minſter, D.Pearne and Ccufins,a proper band of mu- 
littans to reach Caluin.But bel:ke he meant 1: only by 
his old Patrone and benefaor, D. Pearne, for whoe 
but he could reach {aluin ro fetch a turne , and a re- 
rurne?As for any other kinde of good learning, wher« 
by a mans knowledg might be bettered , or his con- 
ſcience comforted , he that had Caluins guiftes, and 
would make any pilgrimage to Lambeth for a ſupply, 
were worthy to be mutfled in M. Bridees hs huode, 
By this you may ſee that if M.Penri ſhould ſet light 
by Caluia or Bexa , (as I dare ſay 1tis farre from his 
very hart)bcing men that I doubt no: he doth many 
waies reuerence asnotabie inſtruments of God, yerl 
fay , if he ſhoulde doe fo, he hath you ſec his warrant 
and prote&tton ynder ſcale, and that from M .Somes 
berters , cuen of the higheſt and graueſt prelates of 
our Land,wherein I obſcrue one prety tricke,thar yee 
Cambridge men haue aboue others, thar is , that yee 
can m: ke of the newe writers, as Marchanrs doc of 
their Countcrs cuen what yee liſt, ſomerime a 100. 
pounds, & ſumrimes 6.pence againit M.Penri, (aluin 
thalbe ia5tar montis,aske M Some els. But againſt M, 
Bridges, « t 2gainſt the hicrarch.e of L. Bb. or any 
th'ng that they holde in their confiſtory,both {aluin, 
Berga, and Danens, yea ard there were an hundreth 
mcre of them, they ſhal be all put to ſilence for want 
of ſubſcr pion. 

Therefore for that point of relying fo wholly and 
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e11.Some laid open in his coulers 
abſolutely vppon the authoritie of men , (which as I 
haue ſaide-, 15 arf other great piller of your doQors 
booke, )I doe not ſee but that M.Some(confideringe 
howe fainc he would be thought ſomebody in the eie 
of the learned, )h:th by this meancs rather diſaduan- 
raged him ſelfe, by bringing the credire of his owne 
judgment into baſer account,the ir wy be,his frends 
would haue w ſhed him,who might otherwiſe perad+ 
yenture in ſome things, haue concciucd as reuerently 
of him as of Calvin himſelf. I remember I heard or.ce 
a notable diuine ſay in pulpit. That be was not worthye 
to be a miniſter of the Goſpell,that could not in ſom mea- 
ſure wring forth the ſence of the holy gho#te, even by the 
Scripture it ſelfe without an iaterpretor : So far was hey 
from reſting m any mans judgement,that he did alto- 
gether condemne thuſe that brought nothing elſe 
with chem into the pulpit , but what they had gathe- 
red out of Auguſtine,Cyprian,Arctius,Caluin,or fom 
ſuch old or new writer. And I put caſe Caluin & Beza 
had never wricten, howe woulde M.Some haue done? 
would his breaſts row ye,haue bene fo dryed vp, that 
he ſhould never haue giuen milke of his owne ? that 
had bene pitie.I confefſe to you I reuerence D.Fulke, 
and no diſparagement to any, I thinke him vnwerſal- 
ly as well learned as eucr Caluin or Bega was ; Bur 
whar then? yet were it you know , but a poore judge- 
ment in matter of controuerſic, barely to ſaye thus, F 
reft wholly in bis judgement. 1 had thought thar where 
Caluine and Bexa had beene wide, as no queſtion bur 
they are w:de ſomtimes(forl dare not truſt him] tell 
ou rhat neuer helde errour) there a man might haue 
ad ſome reſolution at M. Somes handes, with reaſons 
alleaged of their ſeveral lips and ouerfights,burt now 
I percetuehe that had made ſuch a journey to maſter 
Some,ſhuuld bauc bur loſt lis labour,and hauc m__

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fruſtrare of his hope , for 1t ſeemeth he woulde never 


hue made him other anſwer then this: 7 ret in their. 
iudgements.In which regard,ihcre is ſome realon yer, 


that M4. Bridzes ſhoulde be priutledged aboue others, | 


th-g the good foule do not reſt in any of their judg- 
mentes , becauſc he doth nor lightly reſt in his owne, 
for if he chance to ſer downe any thing in one bc« ke, 
he is commonly ſo kinde hearted, to pull it backe a- 
gain in anoth*r,and what reaſon were 1t,he ſhould be 
more ryed to them then to himſclte? Well,for all this 
jctting,I wouid you would take ſome paines ro recon- 
cile me your two Cambridge doQors. I know perad- 
venture what you will ſay, that you are ſure M. Some 
is nothing (0 bleare-cyed as M.Bridges,and therefore 
to a wiſe man the choyce is ſoone made which way 10 
encline : wherein as I haue ſmal reaſon to difſent from 
you;(becauſe I donot thinke I cell you , that for that 
diſcaſe, which they call Th'opolexie of the braine, the 
Deane of Sarum hath many fellowes of his ſtandirg 
in Chriſtendome )ſo doI the rather thi: ke it ſtrange, 
that ſo graue a man as M.Some woulde be reputed ro 
be, ſhould be ſo bewitched, to followe in any ſortthe 
ſteps and traces of him,whom(in regard of all ſounde 
knowledge and judgement )his owne very heart mutt 
needs condemne for a drudge. And why then ſhould 
your D.ſo egerly purſue his poore aduerſarie , by cn- 
deuoring to make him haretul to the ſtatezas if there 
were no way to cleare the matter , then by crying our

Now for that point of Begging the queſiion,though 
it pleaſe him neuer ſo much to floriſh ut ouer with the 
name of Beza and others, telling M. Penri that His 
anſwere ws beggerly,&c. Yer by his favor, he cannor 10 
wipe it away , bur chat it may jdſtly bee charged and 
recharged vpon his head with a witnefſe. As ro begin 
wi hal,whart cal you this I pray you?my reaſon 5(fatth

but a begging of the queſtion. For howe ifa man wiil 
not be ſo kinde hearred, to grant him that it is not a- 
ny viſible Church of God at al,where is he then? T he 
you know he muſt about againe , with a newe voyage 
mto Portingall for more great reafings, for th:s rea- 
ſon will not ſerue his turne. And that we have ſmall 
reaſon to yeeld him this, ſhall appeare by Gods grace 
hereafter,becauſe all the reaſons that euer we coulde 
ſee hitherto, hauc bene in our judgements too we.ike 
to prooue it to be anye Churche of God ar all. In the 
meane ſeaſon, thac 1t is doubtfull & queſtionable ar 
the leaſt: me thinks a man that ſo yanteth himſelte of 
reading & know!edge,as M.Some doth,thould nor be 
ignoraunt.We ſee Anthonie Tyrreil,one of the Sernt- 
narie prieiies thar lately recanced at Paules , makes a 
doubt of it in theſe worde's, Zf that may be called(fauh 
he)a Churche,that is infefted with ſo great a contagion, 
which being aduiſcdly peruſed, ſeene and allowed, & 
ſo ſuffered co paſſe the preſſe without a razure,impli-

And yer in 
this veine,doth he very nere ſpend & c6lume himſelf 
thorow our his whole booke : Talke of a ſacrament, 
why he proues they deliwer it thus,they bait a calling: 
Speake of a {alling,he proues it thus,they deliuer a ſa- 
crament, And thus backward and foreward , vppe aud 
duwne,from one end co another,he werieth both him

er.This mind was f ener of ſince 1 knewe what gods Re- 
ltzion &> good Diniuitie meant:howe ſay you?

can you ſhewe me any writer olde or newe, that euer 
paue that name of the Lords ſworde to his owne wrt 
tings and ſermons w:th his owne mouth,but only M, 
Some ? 1] knowe right wel ,that the true preaching of 
th- wordc,is both the fire of God to burne,the water 
of God roquench,and the ſworde of God to cut be- 
twixt the marrow and the bones:but what of that? Yet 
1t may be doubred whether M.Some may juſtly brag 
of any ſuch apparant ſucceſſe of his Jabours: and it he 
conld,yet me thinks modeſty mrght have taught hun 
rather to haue leit the publiſhing and — 
thereof to others, then thus our of ſeaſon to bet 

proclaimer of it himſelfe, indecde 1fa man marke 1, 
there is much a do through ovr his whole booke with

So wee 
ſay r6 M.Some,that this kinde of Del or deadly ſore 
of our dombe miniſtery,(which may rightly be called 
Vlcus Matricis , that fo feaſtereth and wrankelcth in- 
wardly , cucn tothe yery bowels of our Church, and 
State )can neuer be cured bur with an humble ſpirit, &

ſelf,meaner meE the M.Some are reſolued in that.Wel 
thar then being ſet down for granted, That whom God 
loueth be loueth for ener,and that tc is vnpoſſible for al 
the power of hell and darknes , to wipe her Majeſtie 
out of the booke of life,wheretn ſhe is written: let vs 
com to that wound that M. Some and others do think 
ro be ſo yncurable,namely, That her Maietie ſhould 
be vnbaptized. 

Firſt though it be yery cleare, that M. Penri doth 
not ſay ſo,altogerher diſclaiming the point,as an odi- 
ous and fruitlefſe controuerſie', yet becauſe M.Some 
wil ſti] be hagling at that biting conſequent,as a man 
halfe ſtarued and hungerbit for want of other ſuſte- 
nanceyler vs alowe for once that M.Penyi did ſay foe 
in deede:what then?What wil your learned D.aflume 
vppon thar:I truſt if 1r were granted him for a mator,a 
man might ſoone gheſfſe what woulde be. his minor, 
namely this, F am perſwaded if you be not wel coniured 
by the magiſtrate,you wil proue a ſtrange body, and then 
what ſhould be - concluſion, but Hue & (ric 2.50 
, thatif the cutlers ſhoppe doe not better befriende 
your D. in this caſe then th*vniuerfity,he is at a ſtand 
But let vs preſuppoſe that her maicſtic were vnbapti- 
ſed,/though I knowe of none that ſay ſo) yet ſo long 
.. as ſhee hath the inwarde bapriſme, thart is ſo long as 
ſhee is baptized of the holy Ghoſt and with fier, ha- 
uing joyfully embraccd the holy faith of the ſonne of 
God , and withall hauing the ſeale and —_— of 
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$2 which ſhal neuer be raken fromher,thar is of re- 
mifſion of finns in the death & righteouſnes of Chriſt 
and that more is,hauing alſo many times bin comfor- 
tably fedde and refreſhed atthe Lords table by thoſe 
holy ſeals of herredemprion,as afarther pledg of the 
fauour and mercy of God,I ſee no reaſon, nor I know 
no vſc,why after all this, that ſhe ſhould be broughe 
backe againe to the ſacrament of her entrance and in- 
grafting into the body, if tt were ſo thar ſhe were nor 
baptized,ifthere be any other miſtery 1a the marter, 
I franckly confeſle it is more then I ſce as yer. As for 
that incuitable and remedilefſe neceſſitic of the Sa- 
crament, which the bewirched papiſts doe fo ſotriſh- 
ly dreame of,I hope al the children of God haue long 
a goe turned thar ſtrange beaſt a grazing , as hauing 
bin ſafficiently taught: That it is not the want of the ſa- 
crament, but the contempt and negle6t of the ſacrament 
that is danmable : Nowe her mateſtic being already 
perſwaded in her hart that ſhce is heduad z Cannot 
thereby juſtly be ſaid either ro contemne or negle& 
the ſacrament,becauſe ſhe reſteth in that perſwafton ,

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howſoeuer it be, whether ſhe be baptized orno,(be | 


ing cleare from theſe 2. finns of contempt and negle) 
we are aſſured it ſhall noe kinde of watie redound to 
her hart , becauſe ſhee is the childe of God, and wee 
doubre not bur ſhee findeth and feeleth daylie thoſe 
inward comforts and tokens of Gods loue rowardes 
her, as neither the adding or irerating of th'outward 
ſacrament can by any meanes berter or increaſe . And 
if that be ſo}, then doe I not ſee why M. Penri or any 
man els ſhould fo greatly feare that blody conſequent 
of M.Somes, vz. If popiſhe miniſters , be no miniſters, 
then her Maieſtie is not chriſtened - For you ſee when 
this bugbeare 1s vnuizarded once,then;alas it hath bur 
the face of a ſheepe as ix were , and his viſnomy ap- 

peares 
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peares nothing ſo terrible as it ſemed before. 
O bur you wil acke me peraduenture wharl ſay to 
this:None vabaptized may be admitted to the boly ſup- 
per:I anſwere , that it1smoſt true ina forre with M, 
Somes diſtinionzvz. which are knowne to be vnbapti- 
xed,for thoſe be his very words:Indeede if the caſe be 
fo clearcd, without al queſtion and contradiQtion,that 
both the miniſter & rhe man himwſelfe that 1s to com- 
municate,doth afſuredly know himſclfe to pe vnba 
tized,then 1 dare not denic bur there 1s a falr both in 
the miniſter thar admitreth, and in the perſon that ſo 
preſenteth himſclfe.But one th'other fide, where the 
man verely perfwadeth him ſelfe that he is baptized, 
and the nuniſter hath no knowledge of the contrary, 
(though rexera and in truth, chere were noe baptiſme 
at all) then the queſtion is howe theſe doe finne;, for 
this I take 1t cannot be that ſinfull 1gnoravce that M. 
Some mentioneth in theſe wordes, ignorantia excl 
non a toto ſed atanto. And 1 hope he will nor denic 
that it is a ſacrament,and may be acomfortable ſacra- 
ment to him that in this perſwafion dothpreſent him- 
ſclfe ar the Lords table , though in truth he had not 
the outward ſcale of baptilme before. For where the 
Apottle biddeth a man to examine hinfelfe .&xc.1 ſup- 
poſe tt 1s nor to be ynderſtood as if he would ſay thus: 
F charge thee that among other things thou ſearch and 
enquire diligiatly what was done to thee,50.50.yeares a- 
goe,when thou waſt an infant , whether that were true 
baptiſme that thou diddeſt then receue,and whether that \ 
perſon that did then baptiſe thee , had a callinse 
or 20: And if thou canſt by no meanes bolt out the truth 
thercof to aſſure thy hart that thou waſt baptiſed in deed 
then 7 charge thee keepe thy ſelfe from the boly comm- 
ion , I take ut I ſay this was noe parte of th*Apoſtles 
meaning , and M.Somes owne words doe ſceme - a 
ore 
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ſort to crolle it: This examination (faith he)confifteth ,,, 
in ſaith and repentance, which are not in them,that ei- 
ther weetingly omit, or wilfully contemne the holy Sacra- 
_ BB ment of baptiſme:So that M. Some himſclfe reſtraining 
bapti- I it only to one of theſe 2.0miſ1on of knowledge, or con- 
aſe be MW tempt of wilfulneſſe, we thinke we may —_— thac 


that where theſe 2.be nor,there the man,(whether he be 
Comes baptiſed or noe )may be a worthy and fruitful recey- 
nbap- uer.

uer ſo many miracles of their traditions, we valewe 
them al as olde conceited records, wherein there is 
neither ſtrength nor power,and the reaſon 1s, becauſe 
we hane ſufficient without them: Even fo m this caſe, 
ſo long as wee are aftured of the principal, I meane 
that excellent frute of ajuſtifiing faith,which is a per- 
perual peace of conſcience in the ſonne of God, if any 
man ſhal the cake in hand to bring vs into a quandare

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or perplexitic about our chriſtening as they cal ir,we 
neede not greatly feare what he can ſay therein, be- 
cauſe wee are at peace with God, and therefore if he 
tel vs neuer ſomuch,7That the popiſh priefts muſt needs 
hauc a calling,otherwife we carnot be baptized, ex if wee 
be aot baptiſed , then wee must heepe our ſelues from the 
communion, aid ſo coaſequently be deprined of the holy 


ſeales of our redemption, valcſſe we will acknowledge po- * 


piſh Idoſators tohanea calling.&c . Becauſe theſe and 
ſuch like,haue neither ſappe nor edg, neither life nor 
quick2ning 1n them, nor can no whit better our eſtate 
rouching our peace of conſcience(our own very harts 
by the comforts that we haue already receued, being 
able infinitely to controle them)who can blame vs, if 
ſo long as we areclcare from all contempt, and neg- 
le& of the holy ſacraments , we hange all theſe by a- 
mong other our canceled records,as a needles & frut- 
lefſe jangling to no vſe? 

Bur in the meanc ſeaſon , what ſay you ro him thar 
dare beſo ſawcie to controlle a whole Churche and 
ſtate? may northat man for once ſute with proud Pex- 
. rie, orany ofthe fantaſticall crue? I woulde be forie 
that M.Some ſhould be taken in ſuch atripp, bur ifhe 
be,I muſt needs ſaye 1t 1s Gods juſt judgement vpon 
him , becauſe he doth fo embicter his pen againſt his 
poore aduerſarie, laying pride and blaſphemie to his 
charge,I know nor how often. Which when I looke 
vpon,me thinks I ſhoulde heare Fliab ſpeaking in his 
high voice to his yonger brother David,in this or the 
like manner: 7 know thy pride and mallice of thy heart, 
erc.Wel let M.Peny; look to that himſelfe, he knows 
how wes God hath viſited char finne in others, 
and therefore at his per|ll be jr. But to make it appear 
to you,thar your D.in this his hott and eger defire to 
ſtrike M.Penri on the legs,hath gor feared withall ro 
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aſh our whole Church and ſtare in the face, let that 
fa Cannon of his(which I ſpake of before)vz. That 
noa vnbaptized muſt be aclmitted to the ſupper,be copa- 
red with che practize of our Church,and then tel me 
your judgement ; For if it be cleare, that of all cho{e 
that are and haue bene baptized by women (which of 
all the icarned,excepting onely the pap:ſts, 1s cont. {- 
ſed to be no baptiſme ar all )our Church dotk neither 
rebaptize any,nor yet in that regard , repell th:m :r6 
the Ls whom the 1 pray you doth M.Sor:e more 
crolſe and controll in this caſe,then our very Church 
and ſtare it ſelfe, whoſe dofrine & practiſe 15 flat con- 
trary to this maxima and rule of his? And tha: you 
may ſee into whar diltrefle your doctor hath broughe 
himſelfe by this meanes : marke howe ſyllogiittcaily I 
can come vpon him for need,and yer you know my A- 
ricthmaticke hath bene as good as my Logicke im my 
dayes. 

1 The Churche of England maintaineth nothing 
in her doctrine or regiment , whereof ſhe cannot rea- 
der a founde reafon and a luthcient proote from the 
foundacion of Gods word,to maincain 1t with a good 
conſcience : 

2 Butthe Churche of England allowech of thoſe 
(whom ſhe knoweth & confetſeth to be vnbapuzed ) 
ro come ordinarily co the Lords table. 

3 Ergo, it is agreeable to Gods word and to con- 
ſciencezand ſo falleth tothe grounde that afſertion vt 
M.Somes,vz.That none unbaptizcd muſt be admitted ta 
the ſupper. 

How ſay you now*haue not I cut the throat of (his 
geare? if you vrge me now to. proue my maior, I know 
I ſhall no ſooner name the man vnto you from whom 
I had it,but you will pur of your cappe ſtraight, and 1 


preſume ſo much of his curtefie , that if you a'1d yes 
um 
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him in a corner to ſpurre him the queſtion,he woulde 
anſwerevs as he doth elſewhere full ſweetly, Forſooth 
brethren that did even F : forir ts the kindeſt gentle- 
'man if you were acquainted with him thac cuzr : well 
I will not ſay now what I know, but if you will needs 
haue my 1ator prooucd, doc bur turne I praye youto 
the 5.page of the learned preface of that greeke Lexi. 
co# in 40. which was printed by {harde, to his coſt [ 
feare,] befoole his fingers that was the cauſe of it : if 

you aske mce what time ir was publiſhed , though 1 
ſhould mifſe of the monerh, yer me thinkes I ſhoulde 

not miſſe much of the yere, becauſe ir came forth juſt 

at the ſame time that many proper fooleries came out 

without priuiledge : Euen there I ſay,and in the very 

ſame page ſhall you finde my maioy, prooucd ſuffici- 

ently,and I hope M. Some will not be ſo hard hearted 

to demie tiyauthorite of M.Bridges, for then there is 

no d-:ling with hin. My mizor you ſee is manifeſt by 

the daily practife of our Church, in admitring ſuch to 

the Lords table,as haue none other baptiſm then that 

of women,and tht I am ſure M.Some will confefle to 

be none: Neither 1s there,nor neucr was fince her ma- 
jelties ratgne , anye rryall or examination had of the 

marter,nor any article,injunttion,or commandement 

ſo ty enquire, no nor any Homily, or other private or 

publike admonitton that cuer I heard of, to charge 

men to examine themſelues tn that point, whether 

they haue true bapuſn or no,bur as 1f it were a thing 

nothing materiall, they are (as wee ſee) without fur- 

ther ſcruple recetued to the Lords table in peace. And 
the like 1s of choſe that are our miniſters & preachers 

of the goſpell,as well Bb.as others.For among al the 

Bb.articles,and vrgings to ſubſcription , was there e- 

ver any ſtay made | pray you, in the admiſſion of any 

to that publike function of the miniſterie onely vpon 
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thar point , whether they were baprized by women 
orno? I thinke nor, and yer it may be that manye of 
them haue had none other baprtiſme then that: O bur 
you will ſaye that was not knowne, and at the time of 
their admiſlion,it was ſuppoſed they were ſuffctently 
baptized : Bur I fay againe , if the matter be ſo mate- 
riall,as M.Some would haue 1t, that ought eſpecially 
to haue bene knowne, and no hande giuen to their al- 
lowance,before it had bene perte&ly knowne. And if 
we ſhould ſtay till chen,I cthinke it would goneere to 
craze the licenſe of ſome of the graundtathers, aad 
make a foule '{coure amongeſt th'oldeſt of our prea- 
chers: And ſo peraduenture,father lohn E!mar ſhould 
kiſſe Cate no more in the pulpit whule he lived, and 
what a ſhrewd loffſe were that? Well I conclude ther- 
fore, firhence The (hurche of England maiataineth no- 
thing in doftrine or regiment, but ſhe may well do with a 
good conſcience,as from the foundation of godsword(For 
I ell you,wee poore pariſhioners hang much on thac 
maior of M.Bridges his )and that all this while ſhe ne- 
uer called this matter in queſtton,bur admicteth both 
to the Communion,anJ ro the publik reaching in the 
Churchzſuch as haue bin onely baptized by women, 
and neuer ſtoppeth nor ſtayerh at ic, nor maketh any 
enquirie afrer ir, I conclude 1 ſay (for ſo it muſt needs 
fall our)that M.Some was greatly oucrſcene, thus in 2 
kinde of fingularitic ro controlle his betrers without 
cauſe: Whar? I belecue we ſhall haue one of theſe pu- 
ritanes of him ſhortly,for they are alwayes taking ex- 
cepttons to ſomething or other in Churche or ſtate. 
No more of that I woulde adviſe him if hee louc his 
health or his wealth either, for thoſe fellowes be (o 
elyith, that thcy had rather begge then haue two be- 
nehices, 

Now for farther confirmation and authorifing of 
this 
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this praiſe of our Church, becauſe M.Some ſeemeth 
to carrie ſo reycrent a minde to his ſuperiors, that he 
will ſubmic himſelte and all his writings to their cen- 
ſure,I will hereto cut of al cauils, ſer down the judg- 
ment of one of rhe graueſt Prelates of the land,con- 
cerning that point of womens baptiſme : For theſe(as 
I am informed)are my L.of Wincheiters owne words 
with his graue preamble and all,and I thinke himſelfe 
will not denie them. 

Although F be perſwaded that the moſt obief;ons 
made by ſome perſons againſt the booke of commen prayer 
are in trueth of no waizht, but rather captions & vapro- 
fitable as concerning the Church of England, in publike 
prayer and the wſe of the Sacraments to maintaine thoſe 
things that be directly againſt the worde of God, yet for 
the quieting & better direffing of ſome moderate minds 
which by occaſion hate bia drawn into ſome ſeruple a bout 
theſe thines, I baue layed downe mine opinion a bout the 
true interpretation of the ſame iathis wiſe: Firſt as tou- 
«bing the baptiſme by Midwines,1 can aſſure you that the 
Church of Engl:ad,or any that I knowe in place of goucr- 
ment therein, doth not-maiitaine either the baptiſme of 
midwiues as 4 thing tollerable ia the Church, or elſe the 
condemnation of thoſe children that depart this worlde 
vabaptized, but doth accounte them both eronins & not 
according to the word of God.For in the { onuocation the 
matter w.rs debated amonest vs wherin ſome of thoſe per- 
ſons were preſent, to whome the drawing of the booke was 
committed , whoe proteſted that neither the order of the 
booke did alowe any ſuch thing , neither that it was any 
part of their meaning to approue the ſame :."But for ſoe 
much as baptizing by women, bath bin a fore time com- 
monly vſed and aowe allo of raſhneſſe by ſome is done,the 
booke only taketh order & prouideth , that if the childe 
be baptized by the midwife rebaptizing be not admitted. 
For 
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For when it is done according to the forme of the queſti- 
ons ſet downe in the booke, if it ſhoulde be condemned as as drm hed 
no baptiſme,it would in th opinion of many learned draw judgement 
ſome error of doftrine,and inferre greater inconuenience Qucning 
then in any ( hurch may be borne,that is an infinite num- are baprized 
ber which ncuer bad other baptiſme 4 ſhould nowe be re- _—OS = 
baptized, and all thoſe of yeares of diſcretion that were 
deaM8nd were onely ſo baptifed,depart without the ſeale 
of Gods promiſe in the Sacrament. The learned doc right 
wel knowe,how the primitine (burch and the learned fa- 
thers that liued therein, ſhunned rebaptization , though 
the former baptiſme were miniſtred either by lay perſons 
or children: Therefore the booke proniding only for the 
remedy thereof ought not to be condemned. Thus far my 
good L. of Wincheſter: The fumme whereof is this: 
That the booke of common praier condemneth the baptiſ- 
me of miclwines, and yet admitteth no other baptiſme for 
feare of rebaptization: And whv then ſhould her Ma- 
ieſtie be brought back againe to baptiſme, when ſuch 
as in our owne judgments, were neucr baptized in 
deede, arenotwithſtanding ler alone , without any 
farther addition, or ſupply of the ſacrament , and yet 
(asI ſaide before) not barred from the communion 
for all that? 
Therefore preſuppoſe new? a man ſhould tell M. 
Some plainly, that in the poptſh Church there 1s noe 
true baptiſme, what would he inferre ypon that?mar- 
ry that many thouſands are atthis day vnbapriſed, & 
, What then*Whte then they ought to be bro::ghrt back 
agatine to baptiſine: Nay foft,by his fauor I deny that, 
for that you ſee is flarly ouerthrown by the judgment 
and prattiſe of the Church of England,and therefore . 
it becommeth both M. Some and me, to fit downe by 
it with reuercnce. So that if my L. of Cant. ſhoulde 
nowe be baptized by a woman;(as being ſo long agoe 
who 
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who dare take his oath to the contary; And my L. of 
Wi chefter by a popiſh ſhaueling , what reaſon is ir 
that my L.. of WincheXer ſhould be waſhed a newe, 
ſecing it 1sa ruled caſe that my L. of Cant, muſt nor 
And yet it may be for the rrue ſubſtance of Baptiſme, 
they may well goc together in one ballance, and ne- 
uera barrel better hearring. 

But it may be you will altogether condemne this 
poore jndgment of the Biſhops,as manifeſtly bewrat- 
ing very groſſe & palpable ignorance, wherin though 
I ſhould not difſent from you, yer in as much as he is 
in place of on of the graue Patriarches of our church, 
there is noe reaſon, but that his yery credite & coun- 
renance(if there were nothing els)ſhould in this caſe 
be ſufficient to cruſhe in peeces a better mans judge- 
ment then M.Somes: Befide thar he is ons of our or- 
dinaries you knowe, and the ſtatute ſaierh(as I rake 
ir)thart in matter of doubt or ſcruple, we muſt alwates 
rclie ypon the ſence and interpretation of our ordins 
ry,howſoeucr it be,] hope you wil beare me witneſle, 
that by this meanes both my propoſitions are as ſub- 
ſtanrially proued as a man would with, the deane of 
Sarum being author of th*one, and my L. of Winche- 
fter ma fort confirming th'other . And this I tell you 
before hand , (therefore looke to it and ſay you had 
warning )thar if I catche M. Some once in that veine, 
that he wil make no boanes to reie, and ſer light by 
ſuch men as thcſe,(th'one a deane, th'other a Biſhop 
and both pillers of our Church)I will certainly in my 
next Jctter giue M.7Penyi leaue to deny {aluin, 1f he 
have butthe bare trueth on his fide , and you cannot 
ſay nowe,bur you haue had warning , wherein yet by 
your faur, your D. cafe muſt necds be the harder,in 
that he cannot wel denic any of theſe reuerent men, 

but he muſt withal be forced incluſive to giue a foule 
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thecke ro our Church and State : Which rather then 
Goffer Bridges would doe : 1 knowe him fo well,that I 
preſume he would rather in reuerence denie S.Paul 
or any of the 1 2, Apoſtles: and what a ſound harted 
ſubic& is that ? In deede I muſt needs fay thus much 
for him,(if he would w.ſh me in my grave )that when 
he doth confute S. Pau! , he doeth it lightly with as 
much reuerence as everl heard or read of in my life, 
wel here againe 1s oftered me occafion , to borrowe 
an other peece of copia rimarum out of M, Deane of 
Salisburies buttery booke, and to come ypon M.Some 
once more with adutch bgure or two, inthis cxtra- 
uagant manner: ?ca my learned brother, are you good at 
that? Is the winde in that doore ? Are you nowe me 
to that height of conceite in your ſelfe , as not to ſeare 0- 
penly to controle a whol Eburch or State?Fye,Fye, brothep 
ether waſay that again,or farewell all brotherhood.e&fc. 
But I wil not blot any more paper, with ſuch ware as 
thishere is enough of it to be had m the weſt Coun- 
ery,ifaman could light cn it , only you may imagine, 
if M.Penri ſheuld haue thus crofied and encountercd 
the doings of our Church and State, what a heauic 
ſcnrence ſhould have paſſcd vpon him,then 1] warrane 
you the ſtreets would haue rong, of rhat Provde ſciſ- 
matical Anabaptiſt,which bad ſo troubled benen,church, 
& common wealth.ec . And thus you ſec the ginnes 
thar are ſo puzpoſciy ſet for an other , may ſomtimes 
enſnare the foulcr himſclſe.

ſtirre:This is a mot abſurde hereſie: I deteſt your Ana- 
baptiſtical fanſie.&c.with a number of the like where- 
of you hane ſecne the recorde alreadyyacca and ſome- 
times he refers'vs we thinke him,very friendly to his 
chapter bidding vs reade bixanſwere , which when we 
come to vewe, cither ic ſeructh ys for a pretty dictio- 
nary to Caluius inſtitutions , orels wee are julit as wiſe 
as we were before : For this you ſhal finde to be true 
(if you yewe it attentiuely)thar he hath for the moſt 
parte as much ſubſtance in his very table of dire&ion 
as he hathin the whole chapter whereunto wee arc 
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dire&ed,and peraduenture mere toe,by the reaſon of 
ſome d:ſtemperature that makes him forget himſelf, 
yeaand for our better ſarisfa&rion, he tels ys and that 
very ofcen,that he doth reſt ia that which be hath writ- 
ten,dreaming bel:ike, that becauſc himſelfe hath ſome 
good liking of his own Image, therefore others n:utt 
needs haue lo to . But howe 1f this r-{tbe a broken 


reſt?or howe if D.Bridges andD. Bancroft ſhould alſo | 


tel vs, that they Iikewtle for thetr parts,do reſt in that 
which they haue written Yer M.Some knowes that hee 
muſt needs be a very reſtic Iade , that for all this reſt- 
ing of theirs, would reſt or relie ypon any ſuch frippe- 
rie ware as they haue cumbred the Church with. Bur 
is ir not a ſhrewd wipe to fearctul and 1gnorant men, 


when a man of that aunciencie as M. Some 18 , ſhail 
reach at vs wi:h a weapon drawn trom the experience. 


of his owne learning and judgment ? in this mariner: 
Ff F baue any learning, you doe toto cxlo errare: It 1; 
ſomerhing I confes,and yet if our brother Bridges had 
ſo come vppon vs, we ſhould have done well enongh 
with him, we could quickly have tdded this Minor to 
his Maior:But Henuen and earth kitoweth brother Brid- 
ges,that you bane no learnins,@ are but a ſot.er2o,mary 
to M.Some the caſe gocth harder with vs, and there - 
fore he that woulde nowe be refolued im the pom, 
whether dumbe minifters be miniſters oy a0 , neede ncc 
more bur ride to { ambridzegto know whether M .$9:ac 
be learned, & if he finde him to be ſo,then ro make no 
queſtion bur that they be mimjfters in deed, quod ſub- 
ffantiam bur not quoad qualitatem. Neucrthelcfle be - 
cauſe learned men haue their ſlipps fomrtmes,and are 
not ſo priuiledged , but tharin their heate or heighr 
of ſpirit, they may nowe and then let fall abſurditics 
as wel as others,therefore we ire in noe greate feare 
of this neither, the rather becauſe your D, leauerh 
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vs certain pretty outrules (I dire not ſay abſurdities) 
yncanceled of purpoſe as I thinke, to try whether his 
aduerſaric be Cachlinde or noe: For whartels ſhoulde 
this meane? If you denic not that it is a Sacrament you 
affirme it: For not to denie is to affirme : Every child 
(faith M. D.)cau teach you that leſſon: And I promiſe 


you then itisa proper lciſon, bur if a childe can fore- 


dily teach ity] cruſt an elder man-miy as readily learn 
it.See then what a wit T haue,that can at the firſt daſh 
ypon che fight of one bare patern2,thwite you our an 
other ſtraighr,full as good as that: M.Some denies not 
that I am a bastard,Er20 he aff irmes it. For not to denie 
us to aff irme.Euery childe can teache him that. Yc hows 


*nowe ? What occaſion did I giue M. Some tocall me 


baſtard? Truſt me it he vſc me ſo,ile have an ation of 
the caſe againſt him:For I would he ſhould knoweit, 
my mother isan honeſt gentlewoman, & nobly borne; 


And thus you ſee,of words may grow blowes.Wel for | 


al thar,ifI wiſt your D.were 1n good carnelt, I would 
certainly ger-M.Penyi to wright on his head as an ab- 
ſurdiric,and a childiſh abſurditic to by his leaue,with 
out either reſon or ſenſe:for whar coſequcce ts there] 
pray you in theſe, M.Some denies not that his bro! her 
Bridges 18a patch,Ergo he affirmes 17: M.Some denies 
not that the calling of an Archb.is vnlawfull,Ergo he 
afhrmes1t: Fornor ro denie is to affirme?He that had 
a good commiſſton to reaſon th:1s ar his pleaſure, 
might peradventure mooue your D. patience vnrea- 
ſonably,and make the couler come in his face : For fo 
a man night be convinced to afhrm a thouſand things 
chat he neuer ſo much as dreamed of, becauſe it can- 
not be prooucd that euer he denied them. 

O but you will ſaye peraduenture,, thag M. Some 
meanes this onely of thoſe thinges thart are in queſtt- 
on and debate,and not of cucry thing at randome: « 
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ifthere be a controuerſy abour Predeſtination.he that 
in handling of this denies 1t not, may truely in a forr, 
be ſaid ro affirme it: And ſonow the controucrhic be- 
ing about the Sacrament from popiſh pricfts,and M. 
Penri not denying tr,may truely im hike ſort be ſaid to 
affirm it. And then by that reckoning thore 1519 dowu- 
ting of any thing . For ita man doubr of a th ng, and 
denic it nor,he athrmes it ſtraight, And 1s this rrow? 
you th'evidence thac M.Some will plead tor hunicite 
1n this caſe? Now ſure then hath he firmed tate: And 
what may the good Deane of Sarum faye ro thts, but 
that he was borne in.n vnforrcunate houre , ro be by 
this proper diſtint:on manifeſtly convinced as a trat- 
tor, even by the mouth of my L. of Winch*ſter him- 
ſelfe,if ic were he that fumblcd vs vp that ſudden Ad- 
monition to the people of England? For Martin(whom 
he cals the libeller)chargeth D. Bridges with Hat rrea- 
ſon,and I take it,he names both the place & the page: 
Now comes father Admonitor, and he worthely de- 
fends,but what? marie torſoth,for want of ocher mate 
cer. That miniſters liuinss ſhould not be tal# from them, 
and be employed be knowes not howe. Bur the principall 
thing in controverſic, namely the treaſon charged fo 
juſtly vpon D. Bridzes his head, he had no leifuce to 
peruſc,though he could tinde lerfure to ſpeake off him 
twice or thrice and thar purpoſely in his praiſeh The 
iſſue therefore is,that ſecing the thing was in cotitro- 
verſic,yea and the princ.p I] and moſt materiall thing 
of a)l the controucrfic: and my L. of Wincheſter ha- 
uing the matter in hand,doth not nor dare not (it ſee- 
meth)dente it. Then out of M. Somes Logicke or d:- 
vinitie (chuſe you whether) I conclude vnuoydablic, 
that he muſt needs affirme v: For not to denic,ts to af- 
firme,Enery childe can teach him that.Ergo M. Bridees 
(1 am ory for him goud ſoule)muſt needes be a trav- 
ror 
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ror by my L. of Wincheſters verdi&. And I woulde] 
might liue to ſee him,eyrher ro fall out with M.Some 
for this kindec of reaſoning, orels to tric his ation of 
the caſe againſt the Biſhop. 

Likewiſe where M.Penri ſayth,that thoſe that re- 
cetue the Comunion at the hands of dumb & vnprea- 
ching miniſters,doe in a fort approue th-1r finne; will 
you re how pretuy your D.rctutcs it with an in!iance 

of Iudas in ihis fort. The Apoſtles (ſarth he) receiued 
the Lordes ſupper with Fudas , bitt did not approoxe the 
theſt and treaſon of Fudas,&c. How ſay you? would 
you not think he were in jeſt? & fpcak your coſctence, 
was not ihis right from the corner of the ſtaffe and to 
very good purpoſe , the comtroverſie being of recey- 
ung the Sacraments at the hands of dumb miniſters? 
Why alaſſe,we ſuppoſe that Chriſte our Sauiour was 
no dumb miniſter,ar whoſe hands the Apoſtles recet- 
ued it : What hauc we then to doe with Iudas in this 
caſe,vnletle he had bene miniſter of 1t ? In deed tf the 
queſtion had bene }bether one may without pollution, 
communicate in the companie of the wicked , then this 
example of Iudas, had bin a juſt laſte for that foore: 
the ſpcech being of the miniſter that ſhoulde deliuer 
it, we may truely vſe M. Somcs owne wordes againſt 
himſelfc,and tell him by his parience,that it was even 
as necre as Yorke and London, 

An other of his pretty outrules is thts: 1: zs conſeſſ- 
ed(ſaith he) of all famous and learned men, that Gods 
(Church is aot acceſjarily ried in al places & times to one 
ſorme in tl*external calling of the miniſters, wherein 1 
con him thanke yet,that he hath lcarucd ſomuch diſ- 
cretion as ro naine non though he ſpeake of all. And 
therefore if a m##thould gue them althe le, it were 
not a point matter, forthe diſgrace can light one noe 
man where noe man 1s named, But for the _ - 

- ſelite 
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ſelfe(if he ſpeake it of an eſtabliſhed church,we feare 
not to tel him thar tlatſertton is manifeſtly falſe and 
ynetue, we graunt in deede that ar the firſt plantinge 
of a Church,when mea are newly transformed(as 1t 
were) from paganiſme to chriſtianirte the I.ord wor- 
keth extraordinarily, & thar in thoſe caſes there can- 
not wel be traced out any certaine preſcripr rules of 
direction: Burt 1n a ſettled and cſtablithed Church it 
is far otherwiſe: There we ſay that the Church 1s ne- 
celſantly ried in al places to one effencial forme inthe 
external calling of the miniſters: 1 ſay eſſential forme, 
to cut of al cauels and wranglings a bout any circum 
ſtance or ceremonial cuſtome : As iftn one Church 
the calling and cle&tion ſhou!d goe by !ifring vp the 
hand.In an other by throwing vp of capps,in an orher 
by Scrutiny or voices, in another by cne cuſtome, in 
an other by an other : This ſcueral guile and faſhion 
of ſcucral Churches in their ele&tons hindreth noe 
whit, but that the efſemial forme remaineth ſtill one, 
and the ſame inthem al. And if you aske me what that 
eſjential forme ſhoulde be, 1 anſwere,, The godly and 
chriftian fore deliberation, trial, and allowance of the 
{burch & elders,with the aſſent and approbation of the 
peaple: This I fay is thar effential forme,whercuntoal 
churches m al ages{{peking of an cft1bitſhed church ) 
are ſoneccl{arilie ticd tn regarde of Gods ordinance, 
as ir 1s vtterly vnlawfull by any meanes to violate or 
infringe the ſame. And this we ſuppoſe a meaner man 
then M.Peari necde not be afraide ro defend againſt 
10.'),Somes,or any nonreſident in Chriftendome,ne- 
ther can we be perſwaded that among al thoſe famors 
learaed men he ſpeaks of, there was cuer any godlye 
finceare profellor of the Goſpe! that did denic 1t:And 
even much after this manner, and ful as learnedly as 
this doth he handlc himſclfe within 2. pages oy the 
; ame 
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ſame place, where aftcr he hath gathered his aduer. 
Ciries argument thus . .All may be capable of the out- 
warde allowaunce : Ergo. th'outwarde calling of the 
(hurch maks not a minister to vs vnleſſe be baue the in- 
wazde,he tels him that his .Antecedent is a ſpeciall one, 
And whar 15 his reaſon? Marke I -pray you, and giue 
care for your learning, and then tellme whetheran 


olde D. may not forget as faſt in London, as cuer he ' 


learzed in Cambridge : 7 truſt (faith he)you doe not 
condemne a preſcript Litureie inthe Church of God . If 
you doc al thereformed Churches diſſent from you. Howe 
thicke your was not his head ſmicten with a Lethazgie 
that ſpicd nowe a time to ſpet.ke of a Liturgie , when 
in a manner he had as juſt occafion to ſpeake of the 
Moone. In like fort it 1s worth marking, what a pro- 
per conſtruction he makes of this worde Minifterie, 
Bf Minifterie (fauh he) 7 vnderſtand the reading of 
the holy ſcriptures, the delivering of the publike prayers, 
tWadminiſliration of the ſacraments : hats evenas 
much ro {ay in good eng 1th, as by the horſe I vnder- 
ſtand the ſaddle, or rather by the tree, I vnderſtande 
the apple of the rrec, or by Miniſterie T vnderitande 
that which is aot indeede the Miniflerie, but the exect- 
tion of the Miniſterie. And cannor M.Some ice a fer- 
fible difference betwixt theſe 2.2? Oris he nowe to 
Icarne,thar there may be 2 tree that never had apple, 
and that a man may haue a lawful miniſterie commit- 
red vnto him,and yerneucr come to. anye of thelc, 
becauſe he may cither dye or by occaſion be recalled 
or depriued by the Church betore. 

Yer among al his outrulcs 1 doe nor thinke that 
his penne hath more ſquared in any one thing, then 
n this,that he chargerh his aduerſaric ro ſay flatlye, 
and yer it is but a Flat ye Neither : that the want of a- 
Sermon maketh th*aftion fruſtrate,that is,the ſacrament 
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20 be no ſacrrment,, and that a Sermon is ſimply of tyeſ- 
ſence of a ſacrament.&c. vppon which Imagination or 
rather dreame of his owne braine, he keepeth greate 
a doe after his manner, making it one of his folemne 
chapters to prooue vnto vs forſooth, that midnight 15 
not high none, bur if the woerds(as he hath fer them 
downe) be not to be found in all that euer M. Pexr; 
hath publiſhed, me thinks M.Some ſhould be ſiriken 
with ſome remorſe , eſpecially when he remembreth 
that A lying ronguc [laieth the ſoule, and a falſe wines 
puileth ſhame and confuſion vppon himſelfe . Bur ir 
may be you wil ſay that though the very words be nor 
there, yer the ſame very ſence mult ofneceſſiuie be ga- 
thered out of that which M.Pex7i hath written: For 
doth he nor ſay I pray you, that the ſubantial forme 
of conſecration, is conteined in the expoſition of the holy 
inſtitution.and thinuocation of the name of God , all 
which are neceſſarily required ia th'adminiſtration of 
the ſacrrmeme? Moſt true he faith fo in deed: 1] fenne 
danger why he may not ſay ſo againe:for what 15 there 
here(ifitbe rightly examined)thar 1s etther blaſphe- 
mous or 11jurtous to the boly faith that we profefle? 


' Firſt he ſaith nor here (if you matke 1t)thar, that the 


ſubſtantial forme or eſſence of the Sacrament confiſterh 
in th'expoſirion or inuocation.&c.but that the ſubſta- 
riall forme of Conſecration , asif he ſhould ſay ,there 7s 
no true conſecration,no ſubfantiall forme of bleſſing and 
ballowing of the Sacrament , without expoſition of the 
word,and invocation of the name of Ged: Which 1 rake 
to be very formd and inviolable, and therein I referre 
me to the learned. Nowe whether the clements deli- 
uered be a facrament without this Confecration, that 
1s, without the opening of : he word , & calling on the 
name of Ged , that is another queſtion : Alben T doe 
not read in the whole Scripture , that there was cuer 
any 
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any ſacrament adminiſtred without one of theſe. And 
ifa mm ſhould tell M.Some, that Ihere there is ney- 
ther of thefegthat 18,that where there 1s neyther breaking 
of the wordaar invocation of the name of God , there i 
19 Sacrament at all : Tihinke this might well mough 
be juit:tcd. And I would faine knowe of M.Some for 
my lemmgatt a miniſter lawfully called, ſhould rude. 
ly and abruptiy come into the congregarion,and itep- 
ping t{tratgi: wo the Communion table, ſhould with- 
our more adoc., deliuer the elementes to the people, 
onely.wiuh theſe bare wordes : Take, eate, this is my 
badie,g5c.1the ſhould I ſayego far forget himſclfe,as 
neither to vic prayer nor expoſition ot the word ar al 
in that aftion: Whether this were a ſacrament or no,[ 
ſuppoſe nor. For what is the thing that doth ſanQtihe 
the elementes , conſccrate and ſeperate them ro that 
holy vſc,burt onely The worde and prayer. Take away 
that, and then are they you knowe , but in the caſe of 
our common and ordinary ſuſtenaunce. And M.Some 
himſeife ſaith in one place,that The very life of the ſa- 
craments dependeth upon Gods promiſes expreſſed in his 
bo!ly worde.Now if there be no promiſe, but where the 
invocation of Gods name is,the it its cleare,that with- 
out it,the thinges deliuered, are bur bare and dead c- 
lemenrts,becaule they arc not conſecrated according 
ro th'inſtirurion. But well you ſee how M. Some doth 
herctn bring hts £rgo about, to prooue out of his ad- 
verſaties owne words, That the want of a ſermon, doth 
mahe the action ſruitrate. Then thus it muſt bee whe- 
ther he will or no,if he will mak? any thing of 1t. 

The expoſition of the holy institution, and th'invoca- 
tioa of the name of God, 1s neceſſarily required in th'ad- 
miniitration of Baptiſme, 

Ergo,without a ſermon,there can be no ſacrament. 
Which(as I c6ceiue)isa coſequent much like to _ 
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The examination and ripping vp of a mans own heart, 
with the arraignement of h1s conſcience , is nece{[arily re- 
quired of every one that will pr eſeat bimſelf; at e Lords 
table ; 

Ergo without this examinationbe receiuee no Sacrament 

The lame legge of both the conſequen: Sy iye thin 
theſe words,neceſſartly required: Which 1i 1 be taken 
of thar inevitable neceſhtic , that the want thereot 
ſhould vrterly deſtroy the very nature and «fjence of 
the thing in queſtion,then indeed it were a good con- 
ſequent : But vnderſtanding neceſſary in reg. ard of our 
obedience to the holy ordinaunce and inftiturion of 
Chriſt(the breach whercof,is onely a finne 1 the do- 
er,and no overthrow to the thing done) In this ſence 
I thinke M.Some will yeelde,that his braue E720 lum- 
peth and ſhrirketh in the Gnowes vnreaſonably. Bur 
what will you ſay,if the man that you reverence ſo,be 
taken now and then with a rricke of a falſe fir gcryon 
would be ſory for that] am ſure: you do no Xt hears me 
ſay,that he can 1ggle or he Ip adie,l would not haue 
you to rake me ſo. My meaning 15 onely, that he can 
for necd if he be not watched , lily wipc out a worde 
or two out of the text for his advanta ge: and another 
time peradyenture, glide me in a worde or two more 
then hee ſhoulde, ro make th'evidencea little more 
pleadable.This you know isa falr, but yet ſuch a falr, 
as you ſhall percemue by M.Some, that s learncd man 
may falt in ſometimes 1f he bc not loc ked vnto : For 
where M. Penri ſayth thus : Je are alrcadie receined 
into the boſome of the (burch,and act-auwledged to baue 
the ſeale of the Covenant,in aſmuch as we were once offe- 
red and received, &c. Sec howe your D. controlleth 
this,in his third page of his rolle of errors. 7/ his be 
true which M.Penri ſaith,th outward and bare element 
dclinered by him , which ia bis owac judgement is 10 mi- 
22 
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niſter, is the ſeale of Gods covenant : which is a moſt ab- 
ſerd bereſie. Marke here I ſay a falſe hnger,for how els 
coulde che poore Welſhman hauc bene an abſurd he- 
retick2> The pithe of the whole marrer lying in this 
word Acknowledzed, M.Dottor hath quite left it out; 
For M. Penri doth not ſay abſolutely, Chat we haue the 
ſeale of the covenant but we are acknowledged to baue it 
And 1s there not a ſenſible ditference berwixte theſe 
two ? For it 18 certatne,thar Bapriſme of women,ney- 
ther is nor can be 1ntructh , the ſcale of Gods cove- 
naunt : bur yet you fee (as I haue prooued ro you be- 
tore)both by the praQtize of our Churche,and by the 
interpretation of my L.of Wincheſter,thar ir is plain- 
ly acknowledged ainongelt vs for the ſeale of Gods 
coyenant, otherwiſe it ſhoulde neuer paſle as 1t doth 
amongeſt vs without any interruption, queſtioning, 
controllment,or enquirie.If then there be a plain dif- 
ference berwixt having, and acknowledged to have, 
then I pray you do you fo much as deviſe ſome honeſt 
meanes to ſalue this falſe tinger, for 1 promiſe youl 
can'nor. \ 

Furthermore in thar point of the n24215tracy(which 
M.Penrits (oe chirged ro have handied with very 
foule and bepirched hands )the very words which M. 
Dottor wogld ſeeme molt to make vantage of.vz. de- 
wiſe of fb; pans hnde in al M.Penries booke,ſure 
I am,they benor 11 the places quored,berwixt the pt 
g-$. 47. and 1. And 1t they be not tn the bouke ar all 
(as I belcue they be not)rhe by your leaue we charge 
him once more with a trick of a falſe tinger,in thar he 
hath thruſt in more then was in the texr, Nowe if you 
tell me thar though the words be nor there, yet the 
are nece{larily gathered out of the ſence,then I choke 
him againe with M.D. owne ſentence, Non ſcripture 

ſed ſeaſus ſcripture eſt hereſiszit is nor M. penries _ 
ut 
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bur M.Somes gloſſe and colleFion vpon the woordsz 
that makes this abſurd herefie: Bur your D. granting 
tha S.Peter doth indeede call magittracic .A hnmane 
ordinance, doeth withal afſur2 vs thac th*Apoſtle did 
not thereby meane that Magiſtracie was ordeined and 
deuiſed by man:lt may be he looks for thinks for this, 
which though of curtefie we may yeld him , yer you 
may tel bim that our ignorance 15 noe more relecued 
by this, then it 15 by a hundred thinges more in his 
booke, which we knew before, marry he tels vs with- 
all: That it is not th* Apoſtles words vut the ſence that 
M. Penyy gives them , that is .Anaba'tiſtical , m deede 
we thanke him for this, it 1s ſomo more good manner 
yet, then is in olde Lockwoode of Sarum , tor it he had 
the matter in handeling,there had ben- ſome danger 
that th' Apoſtle woulde haue prooued mn Anabapti/s: 


Wel nowe th* Apoſtle hath obteined thar fauor to be. 


cleared, howe ſthal wee doe to cleare M.Penri, whoſe 
ſence vppon the words M.Some will necds haue to be 
Anabaptiſtical ? Firſt in that he doth neuer ſay (o,but 
rather the contrary as M. Some himſeife acknoledg- 
eth in theſe words , you confeſſe in this place that AMa- 
giſtracie is th'ordinance of God, me thinks in equitye 
this ſhould be a reaſonable clearing tro him: Nay I ſay 
farther that as he he hath noe Gab words, fo ther? 
can be no ſuch ſence gathered our of his words with- 
out violence: In deede if your D.had put but one. 4. 
before, then I would haue raken his parte that ſuch a 
ſenſe might very well haue bene girh=red of that 
which M.Penri ſets downe: As when he {pcaks of {i- 
cinatis, Tarquinins, Opinins, (andaules, Gracchus and 
che reſt ; A man with halfe an eic mzy cafily ſee thar

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ſelfe may bluſh and be ſilent : There may (faith he)be 
a lawful Magiſtracie according to the word, whoſe name 
+ office was nener beard of before in the worlde, ſo can 
there not be a Miniſtery.&c. here you ſce plainly hce 
ſpeaks nor of Magiſtracie indefinitely, bur of 4 Magi- 
ſtracie: As for example, it her Maieſtic ſhould erecte 
nowe a newc kinde of gouerment either ar J/indeſore 
or at Kingiton vppon Thames, (as by her prerogariue 
ſhee may doe if ſhe liſt,) and cal th'one of them, The 
Tribunes of Windeſore , and th'other The (onſulls of 
Kineftons This kinde of magiltracie in that ut was ne- 
uer knowne nor hearde of before , may truly wichout 
any blemiſh to the honor of God, be called .A deuiſe 
of man,and yet AMagiftracie mn general and indefinite- 
ly vnderſtood, the very immediate ordinance of God 
preſcribed in the wotd:and this me thinks ts ſo plaine 
as I cannot belecue that olde D. Stumbler himſclfe, 1 
meane the Prince of all the Stumblers 1n the worlde, 
vz.

Ther- 
forc if 1n wringing this ſence our of his aduerſarics 
words flat contrary to the drift and intent of the wri- 
rer,he did willingly and of purpoſe leaue out .A. ſet- 
ting downe Mazgiſtracic indetinitely, in lew of 4 Ma- 
ftracie, wee mutt be ſo bolde by his leaue,to charge it 
vpon his head with the reſt, as a tricke of a falſe finyer 
whercſocuer he Jearncd ir. 

An other thing there 15 in this chapter of M.Somes 
that for mine owne part I can conceiue noe ſence of, 
namely this: That AMagiſtracy is an eccleſiaflical conti- 
tution:ahusl confefle is a miſtery to me , and ſoundes 
more harſh in mine earcs a. greate deale ,. then that 
which M.Penri 1s charged with , vz. Deniſe of man, 
which may in a ſorte you ſec be juſtified , and there- 
fore I would ride a good way I tell you, to heare this 
matter ſoundly and {ub{tautially prooucd: I heare = 
deede, 
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deede a heauy ſentence,pronounced on all choſe thar 
ſhall dare to denie it to be an Eccleſiaſtical conſtitutis, 
vi.That is a very groſſe &> Aabaptiſtical error, but this 
docih neither fright vs nor ſanisfie ys: For hauing ſer.e 
anum ber of the |:ke thundcrclapps before, and lictle 
rains failing after them , but onely a bare ratling in 
the air,we haue certainly determined with our ſelues 
that they ſhall neuer fright vs more if there come a 
hundreth of ther, 1n the meane time 1f you aske mee 
whatI thinke of Magiſtracie,I anſwere freely: That it 
i the boly ordinance of God preſcribed in the worde, for 
th'uſe and comfort of man, & is therefore called of the 
Apoſtle,a humane ordinance,in that his proper obieft + 
off ice 1s to deale in humane things: And will not all this 
ſcrue ro cleare a man from Anabapriſtric, but he mnſt 
confeſſe withal,that it is an Eccleſiaſtical conſtitutt- 
on? This goeth hard,to binde vs to enterraine a ilran- 
ger vpon ſo ſmall acquaintance : Good.intrear your 
D.to reſolue ys and inſtruct vs firſt, & then vpon our 
contumacie if neede begto proceed ro ſentencegand ſo 
to pronounce vs Anabapritſts.In other needles points 
I remCber your D.is but ro vnreaſonable ful of his au- 
thoriies,Calvin,bexa,P.Martyr,Famorns Churches, & 
1 know not who , in ſomuch that ſometimes he leaucs 
no roome almoſt either for grounded reaſon,or (crip- 
ture, there 1s ſuch a preſſe of them: yen, and in one 
place he tels M.Peny and that aloude, Al! the lenrned 
agree with me, and diſſent fromyon: And will all theſe 


" his learncd friends forſike him now trow ye,when he 


hath moſt need of them? Surely I belecue they will 
ifthey be well examined : For I donot thinke thar he 
can for his life bring out tharmanzifhe be worth wht- 
ſteling,l meane any good,found,and learned author, 
cicher olde or new,that he may honeſtly muſter with 
bunſelfe in this pointzto call Magiſtracie(as be m— 
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by the name of Ecclefiaſticall conſtirution : There- 
fore as he ſaith by M.Penri,ſo we thinke we may juſt- 
ly fay by h1m,thar in this caſe he may worthely walke 
iole by 1ole with H.%. indeed. Bur his proofes if you 
mark them,are even as pregnant as the matter it ſelf. 
muſt needs fay they be bo ons al,for they are ferched 
out of rhe ſcriprure rhe moſt of them, as you may ſee 
by theſe: By me kings raigne(faith he )Prouerb.

At qunrſirm bec? marty 
to prooue vnto vs (asI conieure rhat Dower Caſtle 
ſtands where it did the laſt yeare,) or els as M. Some 
ſaith,thar midnight is not bigh noone: By this you may 
ſee that when analle is knocked faſt in a wheele,turne 
the wheele neuer ſo many times abour, the nalle will 
be ſtil where it was: Even ſo it is in this caſe with M, 
Some, he rurnes and turnes, and it may be ſweares in 
turning,and yet when he hath don,he leaves the naite 
ſticking where tt was: For what hath he woon pray 
you by al this*Forſcoth That Maziſtracie 1s the ordi- 
nance of God: And where is that Muſcorite that doth

But now 1 remember me this is not altogether the 
bare judgment of D. Fatke alone nether, for his books 


| (being as you ſce authoriſed) and aparantly ſtamped 


with that State marke of Seene and a/owed, we may in 
that regarde trewly ſay,that lovke what is there advi- 
ſedly ſet downe as this point, that the popiſh church is 
#0 church at al, muſt needes be, becauſe it is ſo often 
iterated and redoubled, and to be proued very necre 
in 20.places of his works : therefore I ſay,looke what 
15 there adyiſedly ſet downe,and not by error or over- 
fight miſtaken, 15 implicite the very judgment and re- 
ſolution of our Church and Srate: which being true, 
M.Some hath a warme ſute of it co keepe ſuch a ſtirre 
about the authoritie of Calvine , when thoſe. that my 
L. of Canr. faith can teach Calvine, are of a contraric 
Judgment, wherevppon I could here once againe for 
neede (if I had olde Dorbel of Sarum lying by mec,) 
blunder you our an other proper figure or 2.to troſice 
M.Some with', that ſhoulde ſounde in your cares like 
alewes trumpe;after the olde melodious manner: Yea 
my learned D. are you good at that; 75 the winde « that 

oore? 
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dooreare you till controling of our church &+ Fate.&c. 
But becauſe you are reaſonably acquainted with this 
ſweete nore already , I wil not ſtand nowe to ſetir in 
parts,only you may ſce by this , that if a man ſhoulde 
chance ro tel M.Some to his face, that to holde that the 
Romiſh church is in a ſort the church of God , is agroſſe 
and palpable error,there were no danger in it at al.,be- 
cauſe he that ſhoulde ſo doe, hath you ſee,nor only 
the judgement of a famous learned man to backe 
him, bur alſo the flat alowance ofthe Church of Eng- 
land to beare him out in it: For Papiftry being(as M. 


Fulke hath proued)nor only a Sciſme,crror, and hereſie Rejond,to 
bur an v:ter defetion and a meere Apo#tacie compatt pur 


of all errors , what ſhoulde feare vs to ſay and avowe 
that our chriſtian magiſtrates haue done wel not on- 
ly with Fheaſtbulns to fly from the tiranny of Athens, 
but rather with Lot and bis family to leaue the whole 
city of Sodome, wherein thcre was not any free place 
but al the body one a bliſter? Even ſoc if the popiſhe 
Church be in tructh nothing els , bur a very lumpe, 
maſſe, and body of Apoſtacie, what a proper nice dif- 
ſtin&ion were this to ſay, thar our Magiſtrates haue 
indeede ſcuered themſclues from the corruption of A- 


poſtacie,bur not from. {po#tacie it ſe/fe,as it there were 


any :hing in Apoſtacie but corruption ? Therefore if 
M. Some doe thinke he haue any advantage that way, 
good leaue haue he to make his beſt of it: For we,are 
not afraide to ſay and ſay it againe, yea and if it were 
poſſible, ro proclatme ir inthe hearing of al the chur- 
ches in the world,that ©. Elizabeth & her godly ma- 
giſtrates hauc not only ſeuered themſelues from the 
plague thar peſteceth the city,bur from the very ciry 
of Sodome it ſelfe, not onely as he faith from the cor- 
ruption of the popiſh Church , bur from the very po- 
piſh Church it ſelfe, and the reaſon is becauſe it is . no 

, ortts 
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fort the Church of God, hauing oyerthrowne the foun- 
dation, and therefore muſt needs(wherher M. Some 
will ornoc)be the very Sinagog of Sathan: And then 
ſay I as before, thar our magiſtrates haue done wel!, 
& that which they uy juſtifie by good warrant from 
Gods worde, otherwiſe they ſhoulde be apparantlye 


guilrie of a greuous fin which after my kinde of Lo- ', 


gicke I prooue thus. 

: All chriſtian Magiſtrates are bounde vtterly ro 
divorce themſelues from that Church, nor only from 
rhe corruprions of thar Church , but from thar very 
Church and ſociety it ſelfe, which hath made a divor- 
cement from Chritt & errcth in the foundation of our 
faith: 

2 But the Romiſh Church(as ts before ſufficient- 
ly prooued )hath made ſuch-a divorcement & erreth 
inthe very foundation: £rge. 

Our Magiſtrates ought (as thanks be to God they 
haue done)vrrerly ro divorce themſelues from that 
very Church it ſelfe, & therefore neede notM. Somes 
heipe to cleare them from being Sciſmatikes: 

Thus you may ſee M.Somes worthy diſtin&ion cf 
our MaziStrats.not ſevering themſelues from the Church 
but from the 7do/atrie of the (hurche, &c. 1s by this 
meancs quite quaſhed in peeces: For if ar were indeed 
m 2ny fort the Church of God, then woulde fall our 
this ſtrange paradoxe, that one and the ſelfe ſame bo- 
die of a Church might in a ſort be the church of (brit 
and in 2 forte againe the Churche of Antichrift, and 
thar mighr be apeece of Fobn a Bridges diuinitie wel 

enouph for the ſoundneſſe of it : Furthermore 1f it 
were only but from the ſtaines and corruptions of the 
popiſh Church thar this owr ſeperation was made(as 
M.Some woulde haue it)then belike they and we are 
both one body of a Church , though ours be as much 
more 
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more refined body then theirs : But howe can that be 


when they holde not the ſame heade and foundation 
that we doe?For one body you knowe muſt haue bur 
one head otherwiſe it is a monſter: They then having 
another heade,then we haue,we may ſafely conclude 
that they are not ofthe ſame body with vs, neither 
doe I ſee any warrant fora Chriſtian man ro ſcuere 
himſelfe from the bodie of Gods Church(in thar fort 
as we haue ſeucred our ſelves from Rome )tor any ble- 
miſhes or corruprions whatſocuer : For ſo might our 
Brownifts(if they liſt )ger themſelucs a pretty plea- 
dable-ſhelrer of defence, and tel vs, That they doe not 
forſootb ſenere themſelues from our tongregation as from 
the (ity:bnt from the plague that peftereth the citye-Not 
from the common wealth,but from the Tirannie that op- 
preſſeth the common wealth: Not from our Church, but 
from the foule diſorders that bleamiſ our (burch, &c, 
And if they ſhould thus remperthe matter, I muze 
whether M. Some woulde be ſo curreous to take that 
for paiment *But it isnor come to that you ſee,fur cur 
Brownifts are farre of avy ſuch coulorableprerences: 
They goe more roundly ro worke with vs then ſo, & 
baſh not to tel vs plainſy(though irdeede very wret- 
chedly and falſely)That eur church 35 not at al thewi- 
xible church of God, and for that cauſe it 18,that they 
bear ys in h:nd,they do ſo fingle themſelves frem vs, 
and not fur avy diſorders that mighr otherwiſe blea- 
miſh or diſtigure our Church, why ſhovide we then 
more mince it with our p{piſts? , then theſe men doe 
with ys,clawing them with I konwe not what tollers- 
ble and halfe faced alowance of a Church forfooth: 
thovgh an vnſound Church? Or why ſhoulde not wee 
deale as rourdly with the encmirs of God in atrueth 
as the Brownifls do with the children of God in a falls 


hood? Oz why ſhould we fearc to make knowne vnto 
; P worlde, 
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the woride that it is not for this or that corruption,or 
anye patches or pecces of vnſoundenefle, chat wee 
haue thus ſencred from the Romiſh Sinagogue, but 
only for that the very founteine ir ſelfe is altogether 
as a poizened puddle , whence nothing can flowe na- 
turaily but continuall ſtreanies of corruption? And 
therefore ther tc 1s not,nor neuer was fince her gene- 


ral defe&ton and Apoſtacic,any more the Church of 


God,th:nthe very church of the heathen or Inhidels, 
Marke I pray you, thatl ſay noe more the Church of 
God, for albeit 1a ſome regarde 1t may peraduenure 
be neerer the Church of God ; (in thar they haue 2- 
mongſt them I knowe not what rubbiſhes, remnants, 
and traces of ſume good things,) yetto ſpeake of a 
Church indeed as a Church, it may truely be ſaide ro 
be no more rhe Church of God When the very church 
of che heathen or Inhidels , I ſpeake nor heece of the 
nation of the Jewes , who in regarde of Gods promiſe 
are neereſt of al, I ſpzake only of the heathen and In- 
fidels,and in compariſon with them , I ſay that asa 
lumpe of Tron or ſteele 15no more an axe heade,then 
either a peece of wood or ſtone, though in nature & 
poſſhbilitie ir be neerer: Eucn fo,if M. Some will haue 
vs ſay that the Romiſh Church is any thing neerer , or 
in poſſibilitie ]tker ro be the Churche of God , then 
thar of the hethen or Infidels, we wil not greatly ſtick 
with him:Any farther alowance we may nor wel giue 
to the popiſh Church without finne,the reaſon is be- 
cauſe it hath vtrerly caſt of the foundation of eſis 
(brit pr byery from whome al the learning & elo- 
quence of men or Angells can not make a Church, 8 
therefore he that ſhal either file his pen or ſtraine his 
witts to proouc it, ſhall when he hath ſtrugled to the 
vttermoſt,bur miſerably ſtriue like a birde tn the lime, 
and ſo flutter bimſelfe windelefle in his owng conceit.

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| | Nowe for thoſe prerogatiues and preheminenktes 
that are c6monly giuen to the popiſh Church abgue 
other hethen & Idolatrcus Churches,if a man ſh&uld 
aske M.Some what they be, it is like he wou!de begin 
ſtraight with true bapuſine,which if M.Penri ſhould 
ſtande vppon as a flat begging of the queſtion , I doe 


- not thinke that your D. with al his $kil cou'de rrauc] 


much farther that way : Bur alowe it to be fo, that in 
popery there is baptiſine, yet you ſee by M. Somes di- 
uinitie,we are neucr the necrer for a Church, becauſe 
he holdcs that true baptiſme may be our of the church 
Wel what be the other good things thar they are ſup- 
poſed to haue?If you ſay the Trinitie, I azke where? 
intheir windowes ? If you faye the ſcriptures, I aske 
where? in their coffers? If you ſay our i Chriſt 
I aske howe many of them they haue,or rather howe 
many hundred dozen of them ? For him alone I am 
ſure,cither as mediator,interceſlor, or redeemer they 
haue not. Sothar a man may truely ſaye, they haue 
much good things but the ſwine eate them vp all. The 
very tructh is,let the fayth and profeſſion of a chriſti- 
an be rightly ſcanned atcer the line of Gods word,and 
it will be found (howſocuer men like to ſmothe 1t, or 
ſmother it) that they have in deede none of all theſe 


things,and the more they have of them,in that wane * 


as they haue them,the greater is their condemnation 
And I take it,that M.3exz4 himſelfe in his Antitheſss 
berwixt the fayth of a chriſtian,and the faych of a pa- 
piſt,doth ſufficiently proue that they bald noe a ſoiid 
profeſſion in anye one article of the fayth. Howe can 
thagbe then the Church of God that venteth & run- 
neth out euery where , that faileth ineuery arricle,& 


hath not ſo much as one ſounde finowe to truſt ynro? 


yea and by your leaue I do not ſee,but that our of M. 
(alvine himſelf if he were narrowly loked tnto(thogh 
M 
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M. Some ere&him as a piller againſt vs,in a manner in 
eucry leafe )rhere might eaſily inough be drawne ar- 

unenrs to coakieme chis judgement of ours.I graunt 
iadeed he ſaith chus: F/ereas we will not ſimply grant 
to the papiits the tytle of the Church,we do not therefore 
denie that there be churches among them: likewiſe again 


in another place in the ſame ſeton he ſaith clus, We 


doe nat denie but that vader the tyrannie of Antichriſt 
remtine (burches,&*c.Which is no more in effe chen 
M.Some himſelfe hath ſaid before. And 1 cannor con- 
cciue how this ſhoulde prejudice rhe cauſe any whit, 
for lee vs draw it into forme if you pleaſe: 

Among the papiites there are Churches , or under the 
tyrannie of Antichrift there are Churches: 

Ergo The popiſh Church is in a ſort the church of God 

I denie the argument , neither is there any conſe- 
quence in itat all ; For it ts not inough ſay I, to be a- 
moug and vnder, bur as I haue prooued before, they 
mult be cheſelues thorough papiſts,cuen in the maine 
grounds of poperic, and ſo continue ynto th'ende,o- 
therwiſe it 15 not poſſible ro frame rh'argument, with 
out the ſtring haulc do what they can. Yer rarher this 
ſemeth ro be much ſtronger againſt ic, when M. Caluin 
reaſoneth to this effeR: Like as a mans life is at an ende 
when his throat us thruite thorough , or bis heart deadly 
wounded,So when lying is broken into the chief Tower of 
religion(as no man doubts I crow, bur it is in poperie) 
the deftruftion of the Church followeth. Mark® hereh: 
ſaith nor the corruption of the Churche(as M.Some 
wold haue it) bur the deſtruftis of the church,wiuch 
immediarly after he explanech thus: 1f the true church 
be the piller and ſtay of the truth,it is certaine that there 
is no Church(he dorh not ſaye an vnfounde Churche) 
where lying and falſhood bath uſurped the dominion. c 
and in che fourth ſe&Rion of the wk chapter, hee is 
yet 
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yer more clcare for ys to this effee : 7/bere the do- 
Arine of the prophets and Apoſiles is not , there remai- 
neth nothing that gines anye true ſignification of the 
church: if nothing, what babble they of baptiſm,rords 
prayer and I know not what? Bur in poperie ſay I,the 
do&trine of the prophers and Apoſtles is not.E7go : & 
me thinkes tlfargument is ynanſwerable,which in the 
end of the ſcuenth ſe&ion he conhrmeth thus : 1#/bo 
dare call that the Church, where the worde of the Lord is 
openly and freely troaden wnder foote, yea the very ſoule 
of the Church is deſtroyed,o4c: Bur in poperie this is a- 
parant, Ergo. Laſtly, in the tenth ſeQion of the ſame 
chap. he reaſonerh thus: 1f they be Churches(ſalch he, 
ſpeaking of popiſh Churches )then they haue the power 
of the keyes: But the keyes are vnſeperably hnit with the 
word,which from thence is quite drinen away,and there 
ypon he concludes, That either the promiſe of Christ is 
in vaine,or els that ia that reſpef they are ao Churches. 
Canany thing be ſpoken more plainely and diredly 
then this? our of which places, howe if a man ſhould 
now argue with M.Some in this manner. 

Where the power of the keyes is not , and where the 
word of God is quite driuen away, there it 1s vapoſſible to 
be any church of God at all : 

But in poperie this 1s ſo,witnes M.Caluin. Ergo. 

I confeſſe to you it is ſtrange, and ſtrange againe to 
me, that the vizible Church being (as1I take it) al- 
waies knowne by the Worde , Sacraments and Diſct- 
pline : the ſpeciall and principall marke of the z.be- 
ing the worde, in that it giueth life and authoricie ro 
th'ocher, there ſhoulde yer be a churche where this 
worde ts not : that where this worde is quice driuen a- 
way,where the very ſoule of the church is d:ſtroyed, 
where there cannot be ſo much as any true fignitica- 
tion of the chutch2, the doctrine of the prophers and 
Apo- 
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Apoſtles being vtrerly banniſhed, wherefore 1 ſay,all 
this is(as Maſter Caluine ſufficiently prooueth) has 
ſhould yer be a Church, this is a wonderfull miſterye 
ro me. It had neede be in deede as they ſaye, a church 
ſecundum quid :. And yer if there bee nor (as Maſter 
Caluine futh) ſo muclas any true ſigniſication of the 
({burche) 1 doenot ſce but that they may bee bolde 
ro blot out ſecundium quid, and by good warrant make 
irnone at al:As for that which is ſaide of the Trinity, 
I aske whether the Deuil doe noc alfo belecue the 
Trinitie,for in the trinitie I am ſure non of them both 
beleeuc:I haue heard that Demones credunt et contre- 
miſcunt; Then if this be a good argument, the Papi 
ts better then the Turke becauſe he boldes the Trinytie: 
Then ſay I,The Dinell is likewiſe better then the Turke 
becauſe he boldes the Trinitie: There ts only this diffe. 
rence, that the papiſt or the Turke may be a conuert 
and dye penitent, ſo can nor the Deuil, but then ſay 
ſtil he is no longer either Turke or papiſt:By this you 
may ſec thar it is not then hauing bare reading or cof- 

fering vp of the ſcriptures, Lordes prayer, Articles of 
the fairh,8c.Nor the naming, piQturing or ſpelling 
of the Trinitie,bur the ſound proteſſion of theſe hol 
things,according to the rule of Gods wordthar Joth 
make the Church, 

And me thinks(if a man conſider of it well, ) that 
which 1s aleaged before of M.Fulke againſt Stapleton, 
ſkoulde fo cur the face of theſe poore prerogatiucs 
brought in for defence of this Church Secuadun quid, 
that they ſhoulde neuer pecpe out of doores againe, 
in any printed record without bluſhing, ſha! I repeat 
It to you againe? Z/peeces of truth(ſaich he) might be 
ſufficient to make them the (hurch of (brit, many bere- 
tikes might chalenge the Church which confeſſed & prac- 
tiſed a number of more truthes then they, doc erre but

(D.Xeynoldes & D.WWhitakers being judges)ifit doe 
not appeare by ynauoydable proofes thu the popiſh
